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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Applicant contends that the references cannot be combined because Lingle '662 (2002/0064662) only claims Ag or Au as the IR 
reflecting layer and that Lingle '585 (5,688,585) and Ohsaki (5,543,229) do not teach using different IR reflecting materials to obtain the 
same visible light transmittance as Lingle '662 to obtain a vehicle windshield. This is not persuasive as Lingle '662 is drawn to vehicle 
windshields, insulated glass (IG) units, and other suitable applications, (Lingle '662, page 1, section 0002). There is nothing in Lingle 
'662 limiting the invention to just a vehicle windshield. There is nothing in Lingle '662 limiting the IR reflecting layer to Ag or Au. In fact, 
Lingle '662 teaches that other suitable IR reflecting materials can be used instead of Ag and/or Au (Lingle '662, page 4, section 0076). 
While Lingle '662 disclose that the visible light transmittance is at least 70%, claim 1 of Lingle '662 does not require any type of light 
transmittance. The invention of Lingle '585, (column 6, lines 15-18) can have a light transmittance ranging between 1-80%, which 
overlaps the 70% of Lingle '662 which refutes that Lingle '585 could not meet the visible light transmittance requirement of Lingle '662. 
In addition, Applicant has not objectively demonstrated that the combination of references would not meet the presently pending claim 
limitations. For the reasons stated above the 103 rejection of the claims stand. 
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
